TERMS FOR ORDERING — AI orders cash with order or, 25% down payment, balance 
C.O.D. All C.O.D. orders require a down payment. All orders from the retail list will be sent 
postage prepaid. Orders from the wholesale list will be F.O.B., Springfield, Mass. If bulbs 
from both lists are ordered they will be sent F.O.B. and we will include enough extra bulbs 
to more than offset the express charges. All orders accepted subject to prior sale. 


Orders for bulblets cannot be accepted after April 15th, for small bulbs (sizes 4, 5, & 6) 
after May Ist, and for large bulbs after June 15th. Orders for assortments can be accepted until 
July Ist. 


DISCOUNTS — On all cash orders from the retail descriptive list — $2.50 to $10.00 — 
you may select 10% discount in bulbs of your own choice. $10.00 to $20.00 —you may select 
15% discount in bulbs of your own choice. Over $20.00 — you may select 20% discount in 
bulbs of your own choice. 


Discounts do not apply to new introductions, collections, or wholesale prices. 


On cash orders from the wholesale list — 5% discount on orders from $25 to $100. 10% 
discount on orders over $100.00 


EXTRAS AND OVERCOUNT — We give extras with all orders varying with the size 
of the order. Just mention some of the varieties you would like to buy and we will do our 
best to please you. We are noted for our generous overcount of number, quality, and size. 


GUARANTEE — We guarantee satisfaction in every way possible. We attempt to send 
out only clean, healthy, true to name stock, and if in any way you are not satisfied let us know 
immediately and we will do our utmost to please you. Also if you are pleased we are always 
glad to hear from you. 


SHIPPING DATES — Unless otherwise requested retail orders will be sent out between 
March 15 and April 15 in the order received. Wholesale orders will be shipped as soon as 
possible after receiving them. Order early so as to be sure we are not sold out of the varieties 
you want. This also gives us more time to fill your order with less chance of error and less 
overtime. 


BULB SIZES — The retail list contains three sizes — 
Large 114," up Medium, 34” - 114” Small, 3” - 34,” 
Large size bulbs give the largest bloom. However, medium sized bulbs will give excellent 


spikes about 75% as large. Most small bulbs will bloom and at the same time grow fine bulbs 
for the following year. 


VARIETY LISTING — In the descriptive list the variety name is given first, followed by 
the originator’s name, its show classification and the approximate number of days needed for 
it to bloom. We have attempted to give a description of the varieties as we see them, listing 
important faults as well as good points. 


Due to the continued rise of costs in general, we will be unable to accept orders for less 
than $3.00. We regret that small orders can only be filled at a loss to us.

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APPRAISING THE NEW ONES 


In spite of a wet, late spring followed by a very dry summer our 
blooms were very fine this past season due to irrigation. This enabled us 
to appraise more than 200 new varieties and thousands of seedlings. 


In the white class Sierra Snow, Mother Fischer, and Florence Night- 
ingale ran nip and tuck for exhibition purposes and the last two are also 
tops for commercial purposes. Silver Court is the whitest white. Heavily 
ruffled whites which many prefer are Cathedral, White Goddess, White 
Symphony, and Florentine. For commercial use we still grow Snow 
Princess and Lady Anne for early and Surfside for late. One cannot go 
wrong in making several plantings of Florence Nightingale for cut floweg 
purposes. In the white class with blotch, 3 varieties stood out. Whitecliffe, 
a pure white is very large and will be heard from at the exhibition table. White Tower is 
already a big winner in its class. Our new White Sails is destined to become an exhibition 
variety with its ability to open up to 10 on a very long flowerhead. It should also become a 
fien commercial because of its ruffling and extra good attachment, something many whites lack. 
For cutting we recommend Mf. Index for early and Margaret Beaton for late. Presto with its 
large cherry throat is very attractive. 


In the cream class Leif Ericsson seems to be forging ahead. It is tops for exhibition or 
commercial use. We would place Columbia and Leading Lady right along side of Leif except 
there is some question of health in our minds although they are still heavy show winners. We 
find Connie “G” a fine early commercial — although a little short on the handle, it makes won- 
derfully long and ruffled heads. La Valle can make a sensational spike and is very tall. We like 
Prof. Goudriaan and Sincerity for cutting. Marcus usually wins in the miniature cream class. 


In the light yellows, Gold Bond looks promising from a few large bulbs. H. V. Wright is 
the largest and with Peace Light, comprise a trio that should give a good account of themselves 
in the future. Candlelight is one of the very first varieties to bloom. For cutting we grow Gene, 
a straight ruffled yellow; Keepsake and Lancelot; good, sturdy, plain-petaled varieties. Gold is 
without a doubt the most beautiful of the deep yellows and its ruffling and rich color will make 
it a valauble cut flower. It is also a fine keeper. Forsythia is a new exhibition variety and will 
give Sundance competition on the show table although it does not open as many as Sundance. 
Judging from only a few bulbs, Golden Diana will also become a strong contender. Two Spot- 
light sports, Clear Yellow and Ruth Lorene should prove exceptional cut flower varieties. Gelber 
Hercules is the tallest of the deep yellows along with Manchu. Perdita usually wins in the 300 
class and Little Gold in the miniatures. 


A. B. Coutts is a welcome addition in the buff class with clean color and large blooms on 
tall stems. It probably will not displace Patrol and Quiberon at the shows as it does not open as 
many, but may win out as a better commercial. Wilma Dittman, Pactolus, and Susquehanna 
continue to win blue ribbons and are good cut flowers. 


In the light orange class two new comers stood out: Display, a tall, strong growing orange 
with a yellow throat and Sunny Chip, a buffy orange with large blooms on a very tall spike. 
Both were very outstanding in our trials. Of course, Daisy Mae is still the old favorite as a 
good cutter. 


The deep orange class is still dominated by Circe with Boccherini a close second for exhibi- 
tion purposes. The good old reliables: All Glory, a lighter Boldface; Henri De Grieve, a large 
blotched variety; Chief Pontiac, a tall, clear salmon-orange; Country Club, one of Wilson’s 
best; Trocadero, a clear, scarlet orange; and Orange Gold. a large true orange, are still winning 
their share of the blue ribbons and are good cut flower varieties. Gatineau is the earliest orange 
and valuable on that account. Betty Duncan continues a sure winner in the 300 class. Volcano 
from a trial of only a few bulbs looks very promising. 


The “big noise” in the light salmon pink class is King Size. As grown in our trial plot, 
we did not find it as large as expected but perhaps it should be grown from large bulbs. It 
should win in the 500 class as it opens 8 large, well spaced blooms on a straight spike. With 
us, our own Pink Pride grows equally as large in a lighter shade. Both these varieties should 
interest the Giant Glad fans. For real beauty of coloring we recommend Gorgeous Deb. 
Polynesie is still the leading exhibition winner in this class and also a top commercial. Luxury, 
Picardy, and Pharoah go on winning blue ribbons. King William is a fine cutter where pastel 
shades are wanted. 

In the deep salmon class two new varieties stood out: Broadway Melody, a beautiful clean 
salmon with a light yellow throat and Coral Ace, a ruffled coral salmon Burma sport. Of course, 
Boldface remains as the leading exhibition winner. If you are looking for something different 
try Boise Belle, truly beautiful and distinctive. Dolly Vardon and Majestic can easily grow

those 7” blooms and three spikes of either make, a bouquet. One of the tallest varieties is King 
Alfred and Cordova is a fine early commercial. I have seen Glorious with 12 open and it usually 
wins in the 300 class. Twinkles is our favorite miniature in the salmons. 


In the scarlet class we were impressed with two new ones, David Warr, a ruffled early 
scarlet and Red Skin, another early commercial prospect. Red Wing leads for exhibition purposes 
and Esquire and Harold K grow the largest florets. Sans Souci has grand clear color and tall 
reliable growth. Carnival and Scarlet Glory catch the eye with their contrasting cream throats. 
Both Dancing Flame and Flame Girl can make outstanding spikes of rich scarlet. Dieppe rates 
second to Red Wing as a blue ribbon winner. Pallette is very distinctive with its large purple 
blotch. Bonfire and Valeria are very fine commercials. 


The light pink class continues to grow and of the new ones this year we especially liked 
Look, a very tall glad in Evangeline shade but with better placement; Pink Chiffon, a most 
beautiful glad of the old Rima shade with a touch of cream in the throat; Susan K a ruffled 
beauty similar to Heart’s Desire. One of our favorites is Pennant which we think is an improved 
Evangeline, perhaps not as tall, but with up to 10 formal, perfectly placed florets open and 
more consistent in producing perfect spikes. Another beauty is Clarence D. Fortnam, ruffled 
tall, and an easy cutter. For exhibition purposes Evangeline continues to lead as it will produce 
that occasional spike that wins blue ribbons and grand championships. A variety that surprised 
us with its pale pink beauty this year was Mt. Baker with its 8-10 open blooms on tall straight 
spikes. As light pinks are so popular with the florists we grow quantities of Magnolia, Beauty's 
Blush, Deborah Sampson, and Phantom Beauty. 


We have not found anything in the light pinks with a blotch that will beat a well grown 
spike of Conn. Yankee for exhibition. We also like the contrasting large throat blotches in 
Sheherazade, Richard Crooks, and Manon. The blotched or orchid throated varieties seem to be 
growing more popular. 


In the deeper pinks Spic and Span is tops for both exhibition and commercial purposes. 
Jessie Mae is a lighter Spic and Span and should make a fine cut Hower variety. Two very fine 
Holland varieties which seemed to have been overlooked are Benares, tall deep pink with 
carmine throat and Silcherlied, a lighter pink with a bright cherry blotch and up to 10 open. 
The giants in this class are Citation, Cover Girl, Kokomo Giant, and Gen. Eisenhower. Necia 
is a distinctive novelty. Two very early cut flower pinks are June Day and Friendship. For 
chaste beauty, it is hard to beat Sweet 16, one of our best cutters. 


Three good light reds lead this class for exhibition purposes — Mid-America, Leah Gorham, 
and Poinsettia, the last two also being fine cutters. Early Red has proven to be just what its 
name implies. We also like Dr. Pryor for its striking blotch. 


One of the highlights of the past season was Harrishurger, a tall, ruffled, late red. Another 
outstanding variety last season was Festival which consistently produces those formal exhibition 
type spikes. For clean clear color Dee Twelve stands out. Garnet Ruffles is a beautiful ruffled 
variety with an exquisite sheen. The largest reds are probably Big Joe, Redowa. and Birch Red. 
The latest symposium shows that Red Charm is the leading exhibition as well as commercial 
variety. We also find that Firebrand and Nancy are good commercials. 


In the new dark reds, we liked Ruffled Ebony, very ruffled, of heavy substance, and con- 
sistent performance; Thunderbolt, an attractive, clear, deep maroon with a long flowerhead but 
perhaps lacking a long enough handle. For exhibition purposes the leading varieties are Black 
Cherry, Dark David, and Hamlet. Not too well known as yet but that rate high with us are 
Menelik, Ruffled Knight, Krishna, and Black Knight. The older favorites are Mrs. R. G. Errev. 
Black Phantom, Velvet Mantle, and Black Opal. In the 300 class is Negus, a real beauty with 
its sheen and a sure winner in its class. 


The rose class has now been divided into light, medium and deep rose. The new ones 
in the light rose that seem worthwhile are Rosario which makes a symmetrical spike of pleasing 
light rose with a deeper pronounced blotch; Lynne Hill another outstanding addition to the 
class with 8 well placed open blooms. It pleases us to find that Andrena, one of our favorites 
and a much over-looked variety is now leading the symposium for exhibition purposes. We 
think it is even better for commercial use. Other fine varieties are Miss Holland, a robust tall 
grower; Machushla, a reliable blotched rose; and Topflight which we still think one of the most 
beautiful. We also grow Rosa Van Lima and Venida for cutting. 


We can easily get quite enthusiastic about several varieties in the medium rose class: 
Seneca, a most beautiful rose that opens up to 10 with very formal placement; Rosita ,another 
beauty that produces large blooms in double row placement: Burma Rose, a rose sport of Burma: 
Margery, a very bright rose of medium size that is a fine commercial prospect in_ spite of 
occasional flecking; Glad Tidings, a beautiful self color that consistently produces tall straight 
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spikes in a shade the florists are looking for. In the bicolors, Fol&lore and Chamouny are 
favorites with many. Another ideal glad is Elmer’s Rose, a ruffled beauty of great substance and 
color intensity. For cutting we also like Giant Cyclamen, Mallow, and Madeline Hefty. 


In the deep rose we have added Belvidere, an early and tall beauty with its distinctive 
silver edging. In the symposium Burma leads for either exhibition or commercial purposes 
followed by New York and Rosy Future. For cutting we like Cherbourg and Modern Times, 
both grow tall and are in shades of rose in much demand. Lila Wallace is a first early cutter. 


The two most talked of new lavenders are Heirloom and Princess. Judging from their 
performance this past summer Heirloom has color and perfect placement but lacks height and 
there is some question of health and bulblet growth was only fair. On the other hand Princess 
grew somewhat taller, is very healthy and bulblet growth almost 100%. We predict a great 
commercial future for Princess because it is a robust, healthy grower. It has such depth of 
color that when picked in tight bud will still open to a fairly deep lavender. Of course, both 
are wonderful exhibition glads with their 8-10 open blooms in formal placement and long 
flowerheads. Attraction is a pale lavender, a clean delicate shade with large blooms and a long 
flowerhead; Tyrone continues to be a consistent doer producing 18 bud spikes with 6-7 open of 
tall Minuet shade of lavender. It has been healthy and a good producer and germinator of bulb- 
lets which make for a good commercial glad. For sheer beauty Fransesca appeals to us having 
all the attributes of a fine glad. Crown Jewel is very striking with its deeper blotch. Lavender 
Lace has proven to be a reliable cutter. Good early lavenders are Abigail, Sublime, and W edge- 
wood. We think Lavender Petunia is the best lavender miniature. 


Noweta Rose and Parthiena are the leading exhibition varieties in the deep lavenders. 
Parade is a valuable first early in this shade. Useful cut flower varieties are Col. Atkinson, 
Benjamin Britten, and Lavender Prince. 


The new Wonder Boy grew to only medium height and the outer edges of the petals were 
flecked with a deeper purple giving it a fringed or ruffed appearance. While a striking glad 
our choice would be King David or The Rajah, both leading the symposium in the purple class 
for both exhibition and cutting as well. Karen has been placed in the purple class but no matter 
where it is placed it is proving one of the most sought after new introductions as it is a 
distinctive attractive beauty. In the light purple we like Royal Scot, an exhibition variety. For 
richness of color and deep ruffling Kashmir has no rival. Any listing of purples should include 
the old favorites — Dorothy Armstrong, Purple Supreme and Sherwood. 


In the light violet or blue class we think Blue Bonnett gives best all around performance 
and a basket of it is a pleasing sight. Blue Beauty is still being grown in quantity and continues 
winning blue ribbons. We also grow High Life and Max Reger and have found the bulbs 
healthy and fair propagators. 


In the deep blues the two “Sensations” stood out as decided improvements. Salman's 
Sensation grows tall with 6-7 large blooms on the longest flowerhead I have ever seen in a blue 
variety. Its only real fault is that the stem may need support for the large amount of florescence. 
Pfitzer's Sensation is also a larger Abu Hassen but the floret formation is not as good. Blue 
Devil is a most striking novelty with its contrasting bicolors. Gustav Mahler certainly makes 
healthy bulbs but we feel it should be placed in the smoky or any other class because of its 
violet smoky color. Abs Hassen still has the finest color of all the deep blues and is a most 
useful variety to use when dark accent is wanted in arrangements or baskets. 


We are not sure in which class Tan Glo will be placed, smoky or any other color, but feel 
it will win as an exhibition glad because of its ability to open up to 10 large perfectly placed 
blooms on a long flowerhead of 24 buds on a tall stem. Stormy Weather is one of our favorites 
in this class. I know of no other class where Opinions vary as much or where more distinctive 
and different varieties are found. Such varieties are Rolla, Roi Albert, Wahoo, Tunias Mohamet, 
Flying Fortress, Voo Doo, Dusty Miller, Gray Summitt, and Oklahoma. 


Two fine additions to the A. O. C. class are Cherokee, a ruffled bronze with long flower- 
heads, and Butterfly, a heavily ruffed multicolor of lavender pink with reddish blotch on yellow. 
This so-called butterfly type is a beauty for corsage or arrangement work. Salamanca is a grayish 
buff with rose feather that makes exceptionally large spikes and is an easy winner for exhibition 
purposes. Other varieties which have met with general favor are Tunias Elite, Maple Leaf, 
Choctaw, Robinson Crusoe, and Vagabond Prince. 


From Whitewater, Wisconsin: 

With the slogan ‘‘Honor should be given where honor is due’’ I cannot refrain from writing you and telling 
how magnificent Pink Pride was for me. Every spike was like peas in a pod, and had I been able to bloom 
3 at once. they would have been potential 3 spike Grand Champs. Spikes had 20 to 22 buds, straight as an 
arrow, and perfect formal placement. — Mr. H. E. J.

CARE AND CULTURE 


(Complete planting instructions will be included with each order) 


SOIL AND FERTILIZER 


Glads do well on most any soil if they are planted in the open garden where there is 
plenty of sunshine. You may work well rotted manure into the soil in the Spring by putting 
it into the bottom of your planting trench, then covering with an inch of soil; then planting 
your bulbs. Vigoro is also good. Two or three applications of commercial fertilizer may be 
made on the surface along the rows during the growing season before the plants bloom. Any 
fertilizer should be kept from direct contact with bulb or foliage. If you wish to grow 
immense spikes, you must fertilize heavily; your plants must also have at least an inch of 


water every three or four days. 
PLANTING 


Work soil to a depth of eight inches, or ten inches will be better. Large bulbs should 
be covered with about six inches of soil. The deeper planting helps keep them upright when 
blooming. Smaller bulbs should be planted not less than two inches. You may regulate your 
distance apart in the row by the space you have. Plant rows anywhere from 2 ft. to 3 ft. apart. 
Plant in rows from two to six inches apart, depending on space and number of bulbs. They do 
well planted close together, but require more water. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE 


Our early stock is taken up in early October. The bulbs should be taken up within six 
weeks to two months after blooming but before the tops begin to get brown. Even if the tops 
are green, bulbs should be taken up before the ground freezes deeply. After digging, cut off 
the tops close to bulb and put in screen bottomed trays to cure. They should have plenty of 
ventilation while curing and must not be put in containers more than three or four inches 
deep. At this time Napthalene flakes (procured from your druggist) may be safely scattered on 
the bulbs which are dormant. Use at the rate of an ordinary handful per 100 bulbs. A little more 
or less won’t do any harm and it will drive away any thrip that may be harboring an idea of 
wintering on your bulbs. By the time you are ready to clean the bulbs most of the flakes will 
have evaporated. A note of warning! DO NOT use them in the Spring when the root nodules 
appear at the base of the bulb, as they are harmful and prevent normal growth of the plant. 
Use them right after digging or early winter. Stir them every few days and keep dry. In four 
weeks they will be cured so that old bulbs may be removed from the bottoms. They may then 
be placed in storage. Proving very effective as a thrip control in storage is a light dusting of 
5% DDT powder. This is very good if the bulbs do not have to be handled during storage 
as DDT powder is poisonous. 

The storage temperature is best at 45 to 50 degrees. Your storage room should be dry, 
cool and ventilated and as near uniform as possible as to temperature. It is well to look at 
your bulbs every two or three weeks. If they show signs of too much moisture or look mouldy, 
dry them out and give better ventilation. Keep them in small containers and spread thin. 


THRIP AND DISEASE CONTROL 


With the advent of D.D.T. as a dust or spray for thrip on 
gladiolus the problem has become of minor importance. A few 
dustings or sprayings after the plants are about 8-10 inches high 
will eliminate all trouble from that source. 

DDT Spray 

2 rounded teaspoonful DDT (50% wettable). 1 teaspoon- 
ful Dreft. 2 gallons of water. Spray every 8-10 days till glads 
begin to bloom. 

DDT Dust 

Use 3 or 5% dust. Preferably use a dust also containing a 
coon fungicide. Dust lightly every 8-10 days till glads begin 
to bloom. 


BULB DIPS 
As a disease preventative for bulbs. We recommend this as a precaution both for your 
old bulbs and new bulbs no matter where obtained. 
LYSOL — 1 tablespoonful of Lysol. 1 gallon of water. Soak 4 to 6 hours immediately 
preceding planting. 


NEW improved Ceresan — 1 oz. of N. I. Ceresan. 3 gallons of water. Weigh carefully 
and leave bulbs in solution 15 minutes. Do not leave bulbs in solution over 20 minutes and 
be sure to plant immediately after dipping. 
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
